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INTRODUCTION 


| A November ſoſſio, one thouſand feven hundred and ninety-cight, the following 
reſolutions were paſſed by the General Aſſembly of Maryland: 


« RESOLVED, That Villiam Kilty be and he is hereby appointed to reviſe the acts of 
aſſembly of this flate, and to prepare an edition thereof, including all public acts now in 
orce, in the order in which they paſſed, from the year ſixteen hundred and ninety-two 
fill the end of the preſent ſeſſton, inclufive, inſerting, in the ſame order, the titles of all 
private acts, and of ſuch public acts as are repealed, have expired, or have _ 70 
have any operation, the time of ſuch repeal, or expiring of each law, to be noted in the 


margin, as alſo the continuances of ſuch acts as were originally paſſed for a limitted time; 
to be accompanied with a full and complete index to the whole, compiled in the manner of 


Bacon”s edition of the laws of Maryland, or in that of the Pennſylvania or Virginia 
laws, which have _— to this ſtate, or in ſuch method compounded of thoſe, or other 
precedents, as the ſaid William Kilty ſhall deem beſt adapted to the purpoſe ; that the 
ſaid edition be completed within the enſuing year, ſo as to be laid before this general aſſem- 
bly at their next annual meeting; and that ſuch compenſation be allowed to the ſaid Wil- 
liam Kilty, as the work, and the manner in which it may be performed, ſhall appear to 


merit. | 


* RESOLVED, That the ſaid William Kilty include in ſaid collection the original 
charter to lord Baltimore, bill of rights, the conſtitution of this ſlate, as origmally 
adopted by the convention, together with the ſeveral alterations that have been made to 


the ſaid conſtitution by acts of aſſembly, fince that period. | 


© ResoLveD, That Frederick Green, printer to the ſtate, be directed to print, and 
procure to be bound, two hundred copies of the ſaid edition of the laws, under the direc- 
tion of the ſaid William Kilty ; and that the governor and council be empowered, by or- 
der on the treaſury, to advance to the printer, out of any unappropriated money, ſuch 
ſum or ſums as may be neceſſary for the purpoſe. | 

© RESOLVED, That William Kilty, in addition to the laws which h# is appointed to 
reviſe, do cauſe to be printed the declaration of independence, the articles of confedera- 
tion, and the conſtitution of the general government, with the amendments which have 
been made thereto. | 


% RESOLVED, That the clerk of the general court be and he is hereby directed to 

furniſh the ſaid William Kilty with copies of ſuch acts (not already printed, as he may 

require, and to. compare and examine, under his direction, ſuch acts as have not been 
beretofore examined and compared with the records in the office of the general court.” 


In purſuance of the above reſolutions, the preſent edition of the laws has been prepared, 
in which it has been the endeavour of the editor to comply with the directions. of the legi/- 
lature to the utmoſt of his ability. r 
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7 heſe directions have been his general guid? ; but he deems it neceſſary to give a parti. 
cular explanation of the manner in which he has applied them. in the proſecution of his 
undertaking. | 


When the titles only of laws are given, notes are made under the private acts, and 


under thoſe which are repealed or have expired; and thoſe acts under which no notes are 


made, are to be conſidered as having (in the words of the reſolution, } ceaſed to have 
any operation. | | 


The continuances of acts originally paſſed for a limitted time have been carefully traced 
and noted; and it is only neceſſary to remark, that in order to avoid the frequent repeti- 
tion of continuances beyond the date, ** to the end of the next ſeſſion thereafter,” that 
mode of continuance is deſignated in the notes by an &c. = 


The index has been purticularly attended to, and no exertion has been wanting to ren- 
der it conformable to the deſire of the legiſlature, as expreſſed in their reſolution, 


| The laws prior to the ſeffion of 1765, having been before examined, were printed as 
they flood in the former edition, after the correction of ſome errors of the preſs ; and the 


- laws fince that period have been compared and examined with the records in the office of 


the general court, and (where it was pratticable, } with the original bills, 


1t has been neceſſary, under the terms of the reſolution, to procure copies of, and to 
print, ſome of the laws which had been heretofore omitted; but in order to avoid the al- 
ternatrve of printing long acts which might have ceaſed to operate, or giving only the 
titles, where a knowledge of the object might be required, ſome of the abſtracts in the 


former editions, reſpecting towns and pariſhes, have been retained. 


The charter is printed, with the tranſlation, as heretofore publiſhed. The bill F 
rights, and the conſtitution, are inſertea, with the alterations which have been made to 
them. They have been carefully traced, and are noted under ſuch parts as they appear 
to have affected, with references to the particular act, which are inſerted in the order 


in which they paſſed, and collectively at the end of the conſtitution. 


The conſtitution of the general government, and the amendments, are copied from thoſe 


publiſhed during the year ſeventeen hundred and ninety-nine by order of the houſe of repre- 
ſentatives; but it did not appear eſſential to note the amendments under the different ſeftions, 


; T, he declaration of independence, and the articles of. confederation, are publiſhed in the 
order which the reſolution preſcribes. „„ 


The fize of the paper and the type, appeared, on conſideration, to be the beſt adapted 
to the nature and extent of the work. It has from neceſſity filled tao volumes; and from 
the expediency of placing the whole of the index in the ſecond, the ſeveral public in/tru- 


ments have been prefixed to the laws, in the firſt. 


With theſe obſervations, the edition of the laws prepared under the above reſolutions,

II. WHEREAS our well beloved and right truſty ſubjeQt Cæcilius Calvert, baron of Baltimore, in 
our kingdom of Ireland, ſon and heir of George Calvert, knight, late baron of Baltimore, in our 
ſaid kingdom of Ireland, treading in the ſteps of his father, being animated with a laudable and 
pious zeal for extending the chriſtian religion, and alſo the territories of our empire, hath humbly 
beſought leave of us, that he may tranſport, by his own induſtry and expence, a numerous colony 
of the Engliſh nation, to a certain region, herein aſter deſcribed, in a country hitherto uncultivated, 
in the parts of America, and partly occupied by ſavages, having no knowledge of the Divine Being, 
and that all that region, with ſome certain privileges and juriſdictions, appertaining unto the whole- 
ſome government, and ſtate of his colony and region aforeſaid, may by our royal highneſs be given, 
granted, and confirmed unto him, and his heirs. | 


III. Kxow YE therefore, that wr, encouraging with our royal favour, the pious and noble purpoſe 
of the aforeſaid barons of Baltimore, of our ſpecial grace, certain knowledge, and mere motion, 
have given, granted and confirmed, and by this our preſent charter, for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, 
do give, grant and confirm, unto the aforeſaid Cæcilius, now baron of Baltimore, his heirs and 
aſſigns, all that part of the peninſula, or cherionele, lying in the parts of America, between the 
ocean on the eaſt, and the bay of Cheſopeake on the welt, divided from the reſidue thereof by a right 
line drawn from the promontory, or head-land, called Watkin's Point, fituate upon the bay aforeſaid, 
near the river of Wighco, on the weſt, unto the main ocean on the eaſt; and between that boundary 
on the ſouth, unto' that part of the bay of Delaware on the north, which lieth under the fortieth 
degree of north latitude from the æquinoctial, where New England is terminated: And all the tract 
of that land within the metes underwritten, (that is to ſay,) paſſing from the ſaid bay, called Dela- _ 
ware bay, in a right line, by the degree aforeſaid, unto the true meridian of the firſt fountain of the 
river of Pattowmack, thence verging towards the ſouth, unto the further bank of the ſaid river, 
and following the ſame on the weſt and ſouth, unto a certain place called Cinquack, ſituate near the 
mouth of the {aid river, where it diſembogues into the aforeſaid bay of Cheſſopeake, and thence by 
the ſhorteſt line unto the aforeſaid promontory or place, called Watkin's Point; ſo that the whole 
tract of land, divided by the line aforeſaid, between the main ocean, and Watkin's Point, unto the 
promontory called Cape Charles, and every the appendages thereof, may entirely remain excepted 
for ever to us, our heirs and ſucceſſors. | js 


IV. ALso we. do grant, and likewiſe confirm unto the ſaid baron of Baltimore, his heirs and 
aſſigns, all iſlands and iflets within the limits aforeſaid, all and ſingular the ylands and iſlets, from 
the eaſtern ſhore of the aforeſaid region, towards the eaſt, which have been, or ſhall be formed in 
the fea, ſituate within ten marine leagues from the ſaid ſhore ; with all and ſingular the ports, har- 
bours, bays, rivers, and ſtraits, belonging to the region or iflands aforeſaid, and all the foil, plains, 
woods, mountains, marſhes, lakes, rivers, bays, and ſtraits, ſituate, or being within the metes, 
bounds and limits aforeſaid, with the fiſhings of every kind of fiſh, as well of whales, ſturgeons, and 
other royal fiſh, as of other fiſh, in the ſea, bays, ſtraits or rivers, within the premiſſes, and the fiſh 
there taken: And moreover all veins, mines, and quarries, as well opened as hidden, already found, 
or that ſhall be found within the region, iſlands or limits aforeſaid, of gold, filver, gems and precious 
ſtones, and any other whatſoever, whether they be of ſtones, or metals, or of any other thing or 
matter whatſoever: And furthermore the patronages, and advowſons of all churches which (with 
the increaſing worſhip and religion of Chriſt) within the ſaid region, iſlands, iſlets and limits afore- 
ſaid, hereafter ſhall happen to be built, together with licence and faculty of erecting and founding 
churches, chapels, and places of worſhip, in convenient and ſuitable places, within the premiſſes, 
and of cauſing the ſame to be dedicated and conſecrated according to the ecclefiaſtica! laws of our 
kingdom of England, with all, and ſingular ſuch, and as ample rights, juriſdictions, privileges, pre- 
rogatives, royalties, liberties, immunities, and royal rights, and temporal franchiſes whatſoever, as 
well by ſea as by land, within the region, iſlands, iſlets and limits aforeſaid, to be had, exerciſed, 
uſed and enjoyed, as any biſhop of Durham, within the biſhoprick or county palatine of Durham, in 
our kingdom of England, ever heretofore hath had, held, uſed or enjoyed, or of-right could, or

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V. Axp ws. do by theſe preſents, for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, make, create, and conſtitute 
n1M, the now baron of Baltimore, and his heirs, the true and abſolute louds and proprietarics of the 
region aforeſaid, and of all other the premiſſes, (except the before excepted,) ſaving always the faith 
and allegiance and ſovereign dominion due to us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, to have, hold, poſſeſs and 
enjoy, the aforeſaid region, iſlands, illets, and other the premiiies, unto the aforefaid now baron of 
Baltimore, and to his heirs and aſſigns, to the ſfole and proper behoof and uſe of him, the now baron 
of Baltimore, his heirs and afligns, for ever: To hold of us, our heirs and ſucceffors, kings of Eng- 
land, as of our caſtle of Windſor, in our county of Berks, in free and common ſoccage, by fealty 
only for all ſervices, and not in capite, nor by knight's fervice, yielding therefore unto us, our heirs 
and ſucceſſors two Indian arrows of thoſe parts, to be delivered at the ſaid cattle of Windſor, every 
year, on Tueſday in Eaſter-week ; and alſo the fifth part of all gold and filver ore, which ſhall haps» 
pen from time to time, to be found within the aforefald limits. 


VI. Now, that the aforeſaid region, thus by us granted and deſcribed, may be eminently diſtin- 
guiſhed above all other regions of that territory, and decorated with more ample titles, Know YE, 
that we, of our more eſpecial grace, certain knowledge, and mere motion, have thought fit that the 
ſaid region and iſlands be erected into a province, as out of the plenitude of our royal power and 
prerogative, WE do, for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, erect and incorporate the ſame into a province, 
and nominate the ſame MARYLAND, by which name WE will that it ſhall from henceforth be called. 


VII. Arp foraſmuch as we have above made and ordained the aforeſaid now baron of Baltimore, 
the true lord and proprietary of the whole province aforelaid, Know YE therefore further, that we, 
for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, do grant unto the ſaid now baron, (in whoſe fidelity, prudence, 
juſtice, and provident circumſpection of mind, we repole the greateſt confidence,) and to his heirs, 
for the good and happy government of the ſaid province, free, full, and abſolute power, by the te- 
nor of theſe preſents, to ordain, make, and enact laws, of what kind ſoever, according to their 
ſound diſcretions, whether relating to the public ſtate of the ſaid province, or the private utility of 
individuals, of and with the advice, aſſent, and approbation of the free-men of the ſame province, 
or of the greater part of them, or of their delegates or deputies, whom wz will ſhall be called to- 
gether for the framing of laws, when, and as often as need ſhall require, by the aforeſaid now baron 
of Baltimore, and his heirs, and in the form which ſhall ſeem beſt to him or them, and the ſame to 
publiſh under the ſeal of the aforeſaid now baron of Baltimore, and his heirs, and duly to execute 
the ſame upon all perſons, for the time being, within the aforeſaid province, and the limits thereof, 
or under his or their government and power, in tailing towards Maryland, or thence returning, out- 
ward bound, either to England, or elſewhere, whether to any other part of our, or of any foreign 
dominions, whereſoever eſtabliſhed, by the impoſition of fines, impriſonment, and other puniſhment 
whatſoever; even if it be neceſſary, and the quality of the oſfence require it, by privation of mem- 
ber, or life, by him the aforeſaid now baron of Baltimore, and his heirs, or by his or their deputy, 
lieutenant, judges, juſtices, magiſtrates, officers and miniſters, to be conſtituted” and appointed ac- 
cording to. the tenor and true intent of theſe preſents, and to conſtitute and ordain judges, juſtices, 
magiſtrates and officers, of what kind, for what cauſe, and with what power ſoever, within that 
land, and the ſea of thoſe parts, and in ſuch form as to the faid now baron of Baltimore, or his 
heirs, ſhall ſeem moſt fitting: And alſo to remit, releaſe, pardon and aboliſh, all crimes and offences 
whatſoever againſt ſuch laws, whether before, or after judgment paſſed; and to do all and fingular 
other things belonging to the completion of juſlice, and to courts, prætorian judicatories, and tribu- 
nals, judicial forms and modes of proceeding, although expreſs mention thereof in theſe preſents be 
not made; and, by judges by them delegated, to award proceſs, hold pleas, 'and determine in thoſe 
courts, pretorian judicatories, and tribunals, in all actions, ſuits, cauſes, and matters whatſoever, 
as well criminal as perſonal, real and mixed, and prætorian: Which ſaid laws, ſo to be publiſhed as 
aboveſaid, WE will, enjoin, charge and command, to be moſt abſolute and firm in law, and to be kept 
in thoſe parts by all the ſubjects and liege-men of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, lo far as they concern 
them, and to be inviolably obſerved under the penalties therein expreſſed, or to be expreſſed. So 
nevertheleſs, that the laws aforeſaid be conſonant to reaſon, and be not repugnant or contrary, but 
far as conveniently may be) agreeable to the laws, ſtatutes, cuſtoms and rights of this our king- 


om of England, 


VIII. Axp foraſmuch as, in the government of ſo great a province, ſudden accidents may fre- 
quently happen, to which it will be neceſſary to apply a remedy, before the freeholders of the ſaid 
province, their delegates or deputies, can be called together for the framing of laws ; neither will it 


be fit that ſo great a number of people ſhould immediately, on ſuch emergent occaſion, be called to-

FURTHERMORE, that the new colony may more happily increaſe by a multitude of people re- 
ſorting thither, and at the ſame time may be more firmly tecured :rom the incurſions of ſavages, or 
of other enemies, pirates and ravagers: We therefore, tor Us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, do by theſe 
preſents give and grant power, licence and liberty, to ail the liege-men and ſubjects, preſent and 
future, of Us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, except ſuch to whom it thall be exprelsly forbidden, to 
tranſport themſelves and their families to the {aid province, with fitting veſſels, and ſuitable proviſi- 
ons, and therein to ſettle, dwell and inhabit ; and gp build and fortify caſtles, forts, and other places 
of ſtrength, at the appointment of the aforefaid now baron of Baltimore, and his heirs, for the pub- 
lic and their own defence; the ſtatute of fugitives, or any other whatloever to the contrary of the 
premilies in any wiſe notwithſtanding. | | | 


X. W will alſo, and of our more abundant grace, for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, do firmly 


and ſingular the ſubjects and liege- men of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, tranſplanted, or hereafter to 
be tranſplanted into the province aforeſaid, and the children of them, and of others their deſcen- 
dants, whether already born there, or hereafter to be born, be and ſhall be natives and liege-men of 
vs, our heirs and ſucceſſors, of our kingdom of England and Ireland; and in all things ſhall be held, 
treated, reputed, and. eſteemed as the faithful liege-men of us, and our heirs and ſucceſſors, born 
within our kingdom of England; alſo lands, tenements, revenues, ſervices, and other hereditaments 
whatſoever, within our kingdom of England, and other our dominions, to inherit, or otherwiſe pur- 
chaſe, receive, take, have, hold, buy and poſſeſs, and the ſame to uſe and' enjoy, and the ſame to 
give, ſell, alien and bequeath; and likewiſe all privileges, franchiſes and liberties of this our king- 
dom of England, freely, quietly, and peaceably to have and pollels, and the ſame may uſe and en- 
joy in the {ame manner as our liege-men born, or to be born within our ſaid kingdom of England, 
without impediment, mole{ration, vexation, impeachment, or grievance of vs, or any of our heirs 
or ſucceſſors; any ſtatute, act, ordinance or proviſion, to the contrary thereof notwithſtanding. 


XI. FuRTHERMORE, that our ſubjefts may be incited to undertake this expedition with a ready 
and chearful mind: Kxow Ys, that we, of our eſpecial grace, certain knowledge, and mere motion, 
do, by the tenor of theſe preſents, give and grant, as well to the aforeſaid baron of Baltimore, and 
to his heirs, as to all other perſons who ſhall from time to time repair to the ſaid province, either 
for the ſake of inhabiting, or of trading with the inhabitants of the province aforeſaid, full licence 
to ſhip and lade in any the ports of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, all and fingular their goods, as well 
moveable as immoveable, wares and merchandiſes, likewiſe grain of what fort ſozver, and other

XII. Bor becauſe, that in ſo remote a region, placed among fo many barbarous nations, the in-

4 will be feared, therefore ws have given, and for us, our heirs and fucceſfors, do give by theſe pre- 


ſents, as full and unreſtrained power, as any captain-general of an army ever hath had, unto the

parts by land and by ſea, and (it God mall grant it) to vanquith and captivate them, and the cap- 
tives to put to death, or, according to their diſcretion, to ſave, and to do all other and ſingular the 
things which appertain, or have been accuſtomed to appertain unto the authority and office of a cap- 

tain-general of an army. 


XIII. We alſo will, and by this our charter, do give unto the aforeſaid now baron of Baltimore, 
and to his heirs and aſſigns, power, liberty and authority, that in case of rebellion, ſudden tumult, 
or tedition, if any (which God torbid) ſhould happen to ariſe, whether upon land within the pro- 
vince aforeſaid, or upon the high ſea in making a voyage to the ſaid province of Maryland, or in re- 
turning thence, they may, by themſelves, or by their captains, or other olticers, thereunto deputed 
under their ſeals (to whom we for us, our heirs and fſucceliors, by thete preſents, do give and grant 
the fulleſt power and authority) exerciſe martial law as freeiy, and in as ample manner and form, as 
any captain-general of an army, by virtue of his office may, or hath accuſtomed to uſe the ſame, 
FE acainſt the feditious authors of innovations In thole parts, Withdrawing themſelves from the govern- 

ment of him or them, refuſing to ferve in war, flying over to the enemy, exceeding their leave of 
abſence, deſerters, or otherwiſe howloever oflending againſt the rule, law, or diſcipline of war. 


XIV. Mort9ven, leſt in ſo remote and far diſtant a region, every acceſs to honours and dignities 
may ſeem to be precluded, and utterly barred, to men well born, who are preparing to engage in the 
preſent expedition, and deſirous of deſerving well, both in peace and war, of us, and our kingdoms ; 
for this cauſe, wr, for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, do give free and plenary power to the aforeſaid now 
baron of Baltimore, and to his heirs and aſſigns, to confer favours, rewards and honours, upon ſuch 
ſubjects, inhabiting within the province aforeſaid, as ſhall be well deſerving, and to adorn them with 
F whatſoever titles and dignities they ſhall appoint ; (fo that they be not ſuch as are now uſed in Eng- 
land) alſo to ere and incorporate towns into boroughs, and boroughs into cities, with ſuitable pri- 
vileges and immunities, according to the merits of the inhabitants, and convenience of the places; 
and to do all and ſingular other things in the premiſſes, which to him or them thall ſeem fitting and 
convenient ; even although they ſhall be ſuch as, in their own nature, require a more ſpecial com- 
mandment and warrant than in theſe preſents may be expreſſed. | 


XV. Wr will alſo, and by theſe preſents do, for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, give and grant li- 
cence by this our charter, unto the aforeſaid now baron of Baltimore, his heirs and aſſigns, and to 
all perſons whatſoever, who are, or {hall be reſidents and inhabitants of the province aforeſaid, free- 
ly to import and unlade, by themſelves, their ſervants, factors or aſſigns, all wares and merchandiſes 
whatſoever, which ſhall be collected out of the fruits and commodities of the ſaid province, whether 
the product of the land or the ſea, into any the ports what ſoe ver of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, of 
England or Ireland, or otherwiſe to di{poſe of the ſame there; and, if need be, within one year, to 
be computed immediately from the time of unlading thereof, to lade the fame merchandiſes again, in 
the ſame, or other ſhips, and to export the ſame to any other countries they ſhall think proper, whe- 
ther belonging to us, or any foreign power which ſhall be in amity with us, our heirs or ſucceſſors : 
Provided always, that they be bound to pay for the ſame to us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, ſuch cuſ- 
toms and impoſitions, ſubſidies and taxes, as our other ſubjects of our kingdom of England, for the 
time being, ſhall be bound to pay, beyond which we will that the inhabitants of the aforcſaid pro- 
vince of the ſaid land, called Maryland, ſhall not be burthened. |

confiſcated by this government during the late war, on account of his conduet as truſtee; that the 
id agent afterwards filed a bill, in his name, in the court of chancery of Great-Britain, againſt 
Meſſieurs Grove and Ruſſell, as truſtees for this ſtate of the ſaid bank ſtock, to compel an execution 
of their truſt, and to obtain a transfer of the ſtock to him, and againſt Mefheurs Ewers and truſtees 
of John Buchanan, who ſet up ſome claim to the faid bank ſtock; that Ruſſell and Grove, by their
